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HOUSING BID FOR 
EYESORE PUB SITE

AN ‘EYESORE’ strip of land 
that was once home to a pub 
could be transformed for 
housing. 

However, highways and environ¬ 
mental bosses have voiced their con¬ 
cerns over the proposals. 

The site, on the corner of Bentley Road 
North and Wolverhampton Road West, near 
Willenhall, has been vacant since the demoli¬ 
tion of The Lane Arms, and has been a target 
for vandals since the pub closed down several 
years ago. 

Now developers Sanman Properties has put 
forward plans to build 12 three-bedroom homes 
on the land. 

A one-time proposal to build a restaurant 
there never came to fruition. 

A spokesman for Sanman said: “The develop¬ 
ment of this site will help bring vitality to the 
town and increase activity on the streets. 

“As a result of this, there will be improved 
community safety and employment opportuni¬ 
ties for people. 

“This 0.24-hectare piece of land has been 
unused for quite a few years now and provides 
great potential for much-needed housing in the 
area. 

Concerns 

“There is a local shopping parade within 
walking distance and a bus service that con¬ 
nects Willenhall to Walsall with stops nearby, 
so this is perfect for a small housing develop¬ 
ment.” 

But a spokesman for the council’s highways 
department said: “Under the current appli¬ 
cation, access to the front-facing four houses 
would be problematic in that it would effec¬ 
tively create a dropped kerb with a space about 
22 metres wide in total. 

“This could cause confusion or conflicts be¬ 
tween motorists turning in and out of the entry 
points.” 

The council’s tree officer said: “The removal 
of a valuable group of eight protected lime trees 
and a protected cherry and silver birch tree to 
make way for the housing would be detrimental 
to the long-term landscape value of the area, 
and there is insufficient room to provide appro¬ 
priate replacement planting. 

“The removal of the other protected trees 
could be supported in principle, but there is an 
imbalance of tree removal and replacement,” 
the officer added. 

Walsall councillors are set to make a decision 
over the application at a meeting next week. 


FATHER FOUND GUILTY OF MURDERING MYLEE

A FATHER who brutally plunged a 20cm 
blade into his young daughter’s chest has 
been convicted of murdering the schoolgirl. 

William Billingham dropped his head as 
he was unanimously convicted on Monday 
afternoon of murdering eight-year-old Mylee 
Billingham in his bungalow. He was due to be 
sentenced on Tuesday morning. 

Cries of ‘yes’ echoed from the public gallery 
as jurors sealed the 55-year-old’s fate, while 
Mylee’s mother Tracey Taundry closed her 
eyes in relief. 

The father-of-six, who looked emotionless 
as he was escorted from the dock, now faces 
a life sentence for killing his daughter in his 
Brownhills home in January. Jurors con¬ 


victed Billingham of murder after less than 
90 minutes of deliberation. 

He was also convicted of making a threat 
to kill Ms Taundry with the same blade he 
stabbed Mylee with just moments later. 

After declaring their verdicts, jurors were 
told the killer slashed his wrists with razor 
blades while he stood trial. 

The apparent suicide attempt forced the 
trial to be abandoned for two days while Bill¬ 
ingham recovered at Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal in Birmingham before he was taken back 
to court in a taxi, with a police escort. 

In legal discussion which could not be re¬ 
ported until the end of the trial, defence 
psychiatrist Dr Nuwan Galappathie said he 


found it ‘distressing’ watching CCTV footage 
of Mylee hours before Billingham murdered 
her. 

Unemployed factory worker Billingham 
killed his daughter in a ‘revenge’ act against 
Mylee’s mother after becoming ‘jealous’ of 
her new relationship with a woman. 

He locked Ms Taundry out of his Val¬ 
ley View home, dragging St James Primary 
School pupil Mylee back inside where she 
screamed ‘stop it daddy’. 

Billingham’s defence team claimed he was 
suffering from moderate depression at the 
time of Mylee’s death, and urged jurors to 
find him guilty of manslaughter, on the basis 
of diminished responsibility.

TRIBUTES have been paid to a former grid 
girl for Lewis Hamilton who was killed in a 
horror crash. 

Kate Woodcock, from Aldridge, de¬ 
scribed as a ‘lovely, beautiful girl’, was 
killed when her black BMW smashed into a 
wall on Chester Road, Stonnall, last Thurs¬ 
day. She was pronounced dead at the 
scene. Floral tributes and 
messages have been left 
at the site of the accident. 

The 30-year-old was a 
grid girl - a professional 
model appearing at For¬ 
mula 1 races across the 
world - and had worked 
with champion Lewis 
Hamilton for two years. 

Modelling agency 
SDMPE said: “We’re deeply shocked and 
saddened to lose such a lovely, beautiful 
girl and an exceptional model who shone 
very bright always.” 

Friends have now launched a fundrais¬ 
ing JustGiving page for Ms Woodcock’s 
funeral, which is closing in on £5,000. 

Organiser Lucy Ford said: “Kate was a 
beautiful, special girl who will be missed 
deeply by everyone who knew her.”

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CCTV appeal launched over attacks

THESE CCTV images have 
been released to help police 
catch two men involved in 
separate attacks. 

In one incident, a teenager 
suffered a fractured right 
cheekbone, swelling to his 
left eye, a broken nose and 
a misaligned lower jaw as he 
was attacked on his way home 
from a night out in Walsall. 

The 19-year-old was walk¬ 
ing along Darwall Street at 
around 4.30am on September 
15 when an unknown man 


attacked him. Police have is¬ 
sued an image of a man they 
would like to question who 
may have information about 
the assault. 

He is described as white, 
aged between 19 and 23 
years, around 5ft 9ins and of 
medium build with short dark 
hair. 

A second image was re¬ 
leased to find a man in con¬ 
nection with another incident 
in Walsall town centre. A man 
was hit in the back of the head 


at The Pitch Bar at around 
2am on August 18.

Assaults on ambulance 
staff highest in country 


TWO out of every five paramed¬ 
ics covering the Midlands have 
been attacked in the last year, 
according to a shock new report. 

Staff at West Midlands Ambulance 
Service (WMAS) posted the high¬ 
est figure of any trust in the country 
when asked if they had experienced 
physical violence from patients, rela¬ 
tives or the public in last 12 months. 

And an NHS reviews of ambulance trusts 
by Lord Carter of Coles said the actual per¬ 
centage of assaults could be far higher, 
as assaults against staff are no longer re¬ 
corded nationally since NHS Protect was 
abolished. 

The service said there had been 171 at¬ 
tacks on staff since April. There were 410 
in total in 2017/18. 

The review, which praised WMAS for its 
efficiency, said 40 per cent of its staff had 
come under attack in the last year. Of the 
other nine trusts, South West Ambulance 
Service Trust recorded the lowest rate of 
assaults, with 28 per cent of staff saying 
they had been attacked. 

Variation 

The report says: “Violent attacks against 
NHS staff have not been recorded nation¬ 
ally since the abolition of NHS Protect, 
which leaves the voluntary NHS Staff 
Survey and local reporting mechanisms as 
the only indicators. This means that actual 
percentages may be much higher. We an¬ 
alysed the levels of physical violence that 
staff experienced and found considerable 
variation between trusts.” 

WMAS covers Shropshire, Hereford¬ 
shire, Worcestershire, Staffordshire, 
Warwickshire, Coventry, Birmingham 
and Black Country. Spokesman Murray 
MacGregor said: “The trust works hard 
to encourage staff to report violence. The 
chief executive has been clear that he will 
push for prosecution against anyone who 
attacks staff who are doing their best to 
help the public.” 


Bollards cut short scooter shortcut

A DISABLED man is having to 
go nearly two miles out of his way 
on his mobility scooter because 
concrete bollards are blocking his 
shortcut to the shops. 

Keith Beardmore, of Wednes- 
bury, has always used an off-road 
shortcut from Darlaston Lane to 
Vulcan Road to reach mobility 
scooter repair shop JR Wooddisse 
that he visits regularly in Dale 
Street. 

On a smaller scooter he could 
fit round the side of the bollards 
but now the 68-year-old has had 
to have a slightly bigger scooter he 
can’t squeeze through to use the 
scenic shortcut anymore. 

He said many others using mo¬ 
bility scooters have a similar prob¬ 


lem and wants to get in touch with 
whoever owns the alley to see if 
they could be moved slightly. 

He said: “I go down a street 
called Darlaston Lane and there’s 
a little cut through which I used to 
take. When I had my little scooter 
I used to go through there fine and 
it’s a big shortcut to the mobility 
store I go to. 

“Now I’m forced to go around, 
down and round to Vulcan Road. 

“It’s about a mile-and-a-half 
long. It’s just not wide enough. 

“There’s concrete ‘pyramids’, 
about two-foot-six high, but 
they are so close together that I 
just can’t get my bigger scooter 
through.” 

Mr Beardmore said: “I’m trying 


to find the owner of the land to 
push one of them over a bit to let 
me through. 

“Whoever owns the land surely 
they could get something done.” 

Mr Beardmore, who has ar¬ 
thritis, said he had to upgrade to 
a bigger model of scooter, due to 
his previous model being pave¬ 
ment-only. 

He said he was unable to walk 
very far due to his condition and 
disliked driving - despite his long 
career as a lorry driver. 

He added: “I was a lorry driver, 
driving instructor, taxi driver and 
minibus driver - I loved driving, 
but now I don’t want to be close 
to the road or on the road at all. I 
can’t walk very far. 


Mother: No 
school place 
available for 
Layla, aged 6 

A SIX-year-old girl has been unable 
to find a new school after her moth¬ 
er moved to Walsall from Derby in the 
summer. Layla Dakin is being taught at 
home until the issue has been settled. 

Her mother Corrina de Havilland and 
her partner William Sheppard are trying 
to get a place sorted out for the young¬ 
ster at one of Walsall Council’s primary 
schools. 

Corrina, aged 26, said: “She did a re¬ 
ception year and Year 1 in Derby. We 
moved to Little Bloxwich in the summer 
and I applied to the council on August 23 
to get a Year Two place at five schools. 
I was told the application needed to be 
with them by August 28. 

“I was then told I had not filled in the 
form correctly and they were under the 
impression she was in school in Derby 
and there were no places at schools in a 
two-mile radius of our home.” 

Walsall Council said: “Sometimes, as 
is the case here, more applications for 
places are received than the school has 
available. However, as there is no school 
within the statutory walking distance 
of the home address with vacancies, 
the first choice of school has been ap¬ 
proached and asked to admit Layla as a 
permitted exception to the infant class 
size legislation.” 

Bungling burglar 
chased over fields 

A BURGLAR who was chased on foot as 
he escaped through fields has been sen¬ 
tenced to a two-year community order. 

Benjamin Worrall, of Bescot Road, 
Walsall, broke into a house in Claverley, 
near Bridgnorth, in July, causing £1,500 
of damage, Stafford Crown Court heard. 

The 18-year-old took off in the house¬ 
holder’s F-type Jaguar, but lost control 
and jolted into a stone wall. He disap¬ 
peared into woodland before entering 
the garden of a property in Seisdon 
Road, Trysull, and was challenged and 
made off. Police were called and he was 
chased with a dog unit and apprehended. 

Representing himself, Worrall admit¬ 
ted burglary, aggravated vehicle taking 
and being on enclosed premises. He 
must complete 100 hours’ unpaid work 
and was banned from driving for a year.

Staff insisted ‘medical evidence 
from a doctor’ would be required if 
pupils were off. As a last resort, home 


checks would even be carried out. The 
eagerly-awaited Fifa 19 was released 
on PC, Nintendo Switch, PS3, PS4,X- 
box 360, and Xbox One. The full text 
from Willenhall E-Act Academy read: 
“Good morning, we are fully aware 
that Fifa 19 has been released today. 
However we expect your child to be in 
school as they can play the game later 
or over the weekend. 

“If your child is not in school then 
you will have to call school and we will 
require medical evidence from a doc¬ 
tor. If we don’t hear from you then a 
home visit will be completed.” 


A spokesman for the academy said: 
“At Willenhall E-ACT Academy, we 
take student attendance very seri¬ 
ously. 

“In our most recent Ofsted moni¬ 
toring inspection carried out in July 
2018, inspectors noted that academy 
and trust leaders were ‘taking effec¬ 
tive action’ with improvements noted 
in the quality of teaching, student be¬ 
haviour and attendance. 

“We remain confident that Willen¬ 
hall will soon join the growing list of 
E-ACT academies rated at least Good 
by Ofsted.” 


Landlord feared going 
blind after 'add' attack 

A PUB landlord was hospitalised af¬ 
ter having ‘acid’ thrown in his face 
while sitting in his car outside a 
takeaway restaurant. 

Father-of-two Mike was sitting in his car on 
Bloxwich High Street while husband, Lee Glov- 
er-Johnson, aged 41, went into the Chunky 
Grill to get them both food. 

Seconds later an unknown attacker opened 
Mike’s car door and threw a burning liquid into 
his face. The 46-year-old, who used to run The 
Crown pub in Aldridge, said: “I was just sitting 
in the car when the door 
opened. Whoever it was 
said ‘don’t move, don’t 
move’. 

“I thought it was some¬ 
one who knew me, just 
playing a joke. Then all of 
a sudden I felt something 
on my face burning. 

“They said ‘don’t move’ 
again and I was trying to 
find my seat belt. I told them to take the car. It 
all happened so quickly. Then they drove off in 
their own car.” 

Severe 

Thanks to quick-thinking members of the 
public who threw water on his face, Mike be¬ 
lieves his injuries were not as severe as they 
could have been. He said: “I was scared I was 
going to lose my sight. I was so lucky people 
reacted quickly.” 

The couple, who live in Reeves Street, Blox¬ 
wich, married last year and work at the Shel¬ 
don Hall pub in Birmingham. 

Mike said: “I’m just in shock now. I don’t un¬ 
derstand it. If they had taken the car or some¬ 
thing maybe, but it seemed like just a random 
attack.” 

West Midlands Police described the attack as 
an ‘isolated incident’. They said the substance 
was ‘non-corrosive’ and are trying to establish 
what it was. They think it was a tactic designed 
to distract Mike while his laptop was stolen 
from the passenger seat. 

The offender is believed to have escaped in 
a blue saloon car driven by another man. Wit¬ 
nesses to Sunday’s attack can call 101.

Burntwood Action Group in the not 
too distant future and see for myself 
the project’s potential.” 

Meanwhile, Simon Caron who is 
vice-chair of the Burntwood Action 
Group (BAG), has told Mr Fabricant: 
“We have been working with a num¬ 
ber of organisations and have finally, 
after considerable effort, met with 
Network Rail to discuss a proposal to 


open the disused railway line between 
Lichfield, Hammerwich, Burntwood 
and Charringtons A5 as a cycle and 
walkway. 

“With further work at the Brown¬ 
hills end it should be possible to link 
the route to the canal towpath, allow¬ 
ing an extension to Chase water. This 
would provide a traffic-free footpath/ 
cycleway all the way from Lichfield to 
Chasewater.” 


Yobs use estate as 
dump for fly-tipping

The authority has called it 
‘shameful behaviour’. 

Fly tipping cost Walsall 
Council £426,000 last year, 
while a total of 2,800 fly-tip- 
ping reports were received 
between January 1 and Sep¬ 
tember 27 this year. 

During January and Feb¬ 
ruary 2018, signs were put up 
in around 60 parks and green 
spaces to remind people that 
fly-tipping is a crime and can 
lead to five years in jail and an 
unlimited fine. 

A dedicated fly-tipping hot¬ 
line was set up this year on 
01922 653355 to allow callers 
to report issues. 

Meanwhile, residents say 
the Coppice Farm Park estate 
in New Invention has been 
turned into a giant rubbish 
dump with old fridges left in 
the middle of a walkway used

by families on a route that runs 
from Lichfield Road behind 
houses in Hillbury Drive. 

Walsall Councillor Ian Shires 
said: “This is the second inci¬ 
dent we have had in the same 
area in a short space of time. 

“A few weeks back it was so 
bad it looked like someone had 
had an industrial office clear- 
out. There really was some 
nasty stuff left beside the walk¬ 
way behind Hillbury Drive. 

“People need to make sure 
that white goods like fridges/ 
freezers etc, are disposed of 
correctly, or they could be 
contributing to the £500,000 
a year it costs to clean up our 
borough after all those who use 
our public space as their own 
personal dustbin. 

“That’s half-a-million 
pounds worth of services and 
jobs we are being robbed of.” 


Ambulance 
service 'most 
efficient in 
the country' 

WEST Midlands Ambulance Service 
(WMAS) is the most efficient in the 
country. A review by Lord Carter of 
Coles, singled out WMAS for praise. 

However he said paramedics should 
treat more patients at the scene to re¬ 
duce pressures on A&E and hospital 
beds. 

The NHS could save £300 million a 
year by 2021 by avoiding unnecessary 
ambulance use and caring for patients 
closer to home. The Labour peer said 
‘an ambulance is not a taxi to A&E’, 
as he called for the NHS fleet to be 
updated to ensure medics have access 
to patient records and the best tech¬ 
nology while on the road. 

Frontline staff should also be given 
better information about other health 
services they can refer patients to, he 
said. The report, which examined 10 
ambulance trusts in England, sug¬ 
gests improvements in assessing pa¬ 
tients over the phone during 999 calls 
would help ease the strain on ambu¬ 
lance crews. 

The West Midlands service was the 
only one in the country with a para¬ 
medic on every vehicle and has the 
most modern fleet with all vehicles 
standardised and none over five years 
old. 

However, the review found para¬ 
medics had a lack of alternative op¬ 
tions than A&E, meaning patients 
almost always end up in emergency 
departments, piling pressure on hos¬ 
pital staff. Lord Carter, non-executive 
director at NHS Improvement, said: 
“Too many patients are being unnec¬ 
essarily taken to A&E by ambulances, 
putting further pressure on hospital 
services that are already on the back 
foot.”

A CONCERT will honour the memo¬ 
ry of a loyal choir member who sang 
for 40 years. Maureen Watkin was 
the musical director of The Marston 
Singers for about seven years before 
having to take a step back due to her 
health. 

She was a member of the singers for 
four decades and was also awarded an 
MBE in recognition of her voluntary 
work with the St John’s Ambulance 
Service. 

Mrs Watkin died in 2017, aged in 
her 70s, and The Marston Singers 
have organised a tribute concert in 
her honour for Saturday at East Park 
Methodist Church, Brooklands Pa¬ 
rade, Moseley at 7.30pm.

Family hope death will serve

THE family of a teenager who was killed 
in a car crash in Walsall say they hope his 
death will force young people to recognise 
why road safety is so important. 

Liam Ball, aged 17, was a passenger in a 
speeding car when the driver lost control 
and collided with two parked cars back in 
August. 

A 16-year-old, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was detained for more than 
three years earlier this week after pleading 
guilty to dangerous driving, driving without 
a licence or insurance, and for fleeing the 
scene. 

Liam’s mother Emma Victory, age 37, 


said: “Liam was so loved by his friends and 
family and his loss has left a big hole in our 
lives. We still cannot believe Liam has gone. 
Our family is absolutely devastated that he 
will not get to fulfil his dreams and aspira¬ 
tions in life. 

“We will never get over losing Liam in 
such needless circumstances. Whilst noth¬ 
ing will change what has happened, if any 
good can come from this, our hope is that 
young people recognise why road safety is 
so important. 

“It is absolutely vital that people only get 
behind the wheel if they are qualified and 
have all of the skills they need. The conse-

quences of not being ready are just too huge 
to ignore.” 

Rebecca Hearsey, the legal expert at Irwin 
Mitchell representing Liam’s family, added: 
“Liam’s family remain understandably dev¬ 
astated by their loss. 

“No family should have to face what they 
are going through and following the sentenc¬ 
ing, they are keen to stress the huge impor¬ 
tance of road safety and the need for young 
people to only drive when they have the cre¬ 
dentials and qualifications to do so. Failing 
to do so can put other road users, pedestri¬ 
ans and - as this case tragically highlights 
- passengers at serious risk of harm.” 


100 children f at risk of 
abuse' - report warns

MORE than 100 children in Wal¬ 
sall have been assessed as being 
at risk of sexual exploitation - and 
some may have already begun be¬ 
ing groomed, a report has revealed. 

A total of 102 children in the town have 
been identified as having some level of 
risk in a report to the council. 

Of those, 14 have been identified as being at 
significant risk and 24 children are assessed as 
being at serious risk - the highest level. 

Walsall Children’s Safeguarding Board 
(WSCB) is now taking immediate measures 
to tackle sexual abuse and exploitation in the 
borough. 

The town council’s head of safeguarding, 
Carol Boughton, who will present the findings 
of the report to the local authority this week, 
revealed: “Child sexual exploitation is a serious 
form of sexual abuse and is on the rise. 

“Children or young people may be tricked 
into believing they’re in a loving, consensual 
relationship. 

Depend 

“They are invited to parties and given drugs 
and alcohol. They are also groomed and ex¬ 
ploited online. 

“Paedophiles use a lot of common tactics to 
manipulate innocent or vulnerable children. 
Some children and young people are brought 
into the UK especially for the purposes of 
sexual exploitation. Children frequently trust 
their abusers and don’t understand they’re 
being abused. They sometimes depend on their 
abuser or are often simply too scared to tell an¬ 
yone what’s happening. 

“Child sexual exploitation doesn’t always in¬ 
volve physical contact and can happen online.” 

An Ofsted report published in September 
2017 recommended that children’s services 
‘improve the response to all children at risk 
of child sexual exploitation, making sure that 
all assessments, safety plans and interventions 
are of a consistently good quality’. 

Children’s services has now appointed a spe¬ 
cialist Principal Exploitation Reduction Officer 
to carry out the work. 


A KIND-HEARTED fundraiser from Walsall has 
chopped his long hair off to raise cash in tribute to 
his grand-daughter who is fighting leukaemia. 

Mia Caulton was diagnosed with the blood cancer 
at seven months old and is continuing to undergo 
treatment. 

In an effort to support the Perton youngster, 
grandfather Patrick Caulton, from Brownhills, had 
his long blonde hair cut off on Saturday. 

The charity fundraiser, which took place at the 75 
year old’s local pub The Waterside in Wilkin Road, 
helped raise £700 for the Mia Pyari Smile Appeal, 
which goes directly to vital research into infant acute 
lymphoblastic leukaemia. 

Her father, Simon Coulton, aged 46, said: “My dad 


said he was going to cut his hair off for a good cause 
so I held him to his word. 

“When she was diagnosed, it was truly devastating 
and shocking news for us but there is nothing stop¬ 
ping her incredible fighting spirit and zest for life.” 

Mia, who’s now 22 months old, was diagnosed last 
July and spent nine months undergoing intensive 
therapy at Birmingham Children’s Hospital. Her 
first birthday, Christmas and New Year was spent in 
hospital. Her parents, Mr Coulton and Anjna Mahey, 
set up the Mia Pyari Smile Appeal which funds the 
Children’s Cancer and Leukaemia Group. For their 
next fundraiser, Miss Mahey, aged 40, will be climb¬ 
ing Ben Nevis.

There’s no 
art at all 
in paying 
out for this 

A MEDIUM-sized, white wall unit, with six 
shelves. Adorned with about 35, small, 
plain white vases, and a few matching 
plates. 

It’s quite stylish, but unremarkable. The 
sort of thing you might see in the Wilko 
catalogue. So what would you pay for it? 
£200? Ok, push the boat out. At a pinch 
you might shell out £400, if you’ve got a 
trendy loft apartment. And you don’t have 
to assemble it yourself. 

You might therefore be surprised to 
learn that somebody paid £126,000 
for this piece of furniture. That’s right 
£126,000 for six shelves and a few dozen 
bits of cheap-looking pottery. 

The reason, of course, is that this has 
not been sold as ‘furniture’, which it sure¬ 
ly is, but as ‘modern art’, which these 
days appears to be a euphemism for 
‘useless art’. Assemble a few shelves, 
stick some cheap vases on them, give it 
a name - in this case, A Short History Of 
The China Trade - and that’s ‘£126,000 
please sir, have a nice day’. 

Now that would be quite funny if it 
was just some pretentious London luvvie 
or vulgar Russian oligarch wasting their 
money on this junk. But unfortunately, it is 
you and I who has been taken for a ride. 

A Short History of the China Trade is 
a recent addition to the Government 
Art Collection, comprising some 14,000 
works. The taxpayer has also shelled out 
£2,346 for a child-like line drawing of a 
stickman on the wing of an aeroplane. Or 
for something more eye-catching, there 
is Caragh Thuring’s 8ft canvas, featuring 
12 lines of untidy handwriting about Anne 
and Agnes Bartholomew’s wardrobe, or 
something like that. Ours for £28,500. 

Then we come to In The Back by 
German Wolfgang Timmins: it is a pho¬ 
tograph of three rather shabby looking 
office windows lit up at night. The Gov¬ 
ernment paid £66,114. 

Given the lack of visual appeal, it is un¬ 
surprising that most of this tat ends up in 
storage, which presumably the taxpayer 
also foots the bill for. 

Now most reasonable people will un¬ 
derstand the Government investing some 
money in great works of art, which can be 
displayed in art galleries, and used on im¬ 
portant state occasions. I don’t begrudge 
our leaders shelling out a few grand for a 
Constable, particularly if it stops it leav¬ 
ing the country. But £126,000 for some 
shelving and £66,114 for a photo of some 
windows in times of supposed austerity 
is taking the proverbial. 

Still, if you can’t beat 'em, join 'em, as 
the saying goes. I’m off to Argos for a flat- 
pack. 


If change made would anyone notice the difference? 



Legalise? Already 
easy to get drugs 


I SUPPOSE we should all harrumph and tut- 
tut at Lord Falconer’s suggestion that all drugs 
should be legalised. And yet. I have been 
watching and reporting on the so-called “war 
on drugs” for almost 50 years and it is easier 
today to get any substance you want, at a time 
and place to suit you, than I can ever recall. If, 
as Falconer suggests, a future Labour govern¬ 
ment chose to “legalise and regulate the supply 
of drugs,” then most people would avoid them, 
some would try them and a tiny minority would 
become hooked on them and wreck their lives. 
In short, would anyone notice the difference? 

FAREWELL, Labour. Goodbye, the Lib-Dems. 
And by now the Conservatives at their confer¬ 
ence will have buried their differences, ham¬ 
mered out a Brexit deal acceptable to every MP 
and to our EU neighbours and arise, refreshed 
and invigorated, to prepare for another 20 years 
of government. Only joking! 

THE best the PM can hope for is to delay the 
General Election until the constituency bound¬ 
aries have been redrawn, as suggested by the 
Boundary Commissions, and the number of 
MPs reduced from 650 to 600. This, depending 
on your politics, will either redress a long-stand¬ 
ing and unfair bias in favour of Labour or shift 
the goalposts for another Tory swindle.

3) Stay in the EU. You don’t need a degree in 
maths to notice that this three-way poll effec¬ 
tively keeps the Remain vote intact while divid¬ 
ing the Leave vote, thus handing an llth-hour 
victory to the Remainers. No-one doubts that 
Ms Miller is well educated and intelligent. But 
she seems to think the rest of us are as thick 
as mince.

Even if we weren’t 
aware that Germany had a president. We should 
invite the President, who is Frank-Walter Stein- 
meier, for two good reasons. Firstly, it will draw 


a veil over generations of mistrust and blood¬ 
letting between Britain and Germany, two very 
similar nations who, left to their own devices, 
get on rather well. Secondly, it will irritate the 
hell out of the French. 

WE set off on a walk, following the foot¬ 
paths through farmland near Chateau Rhodes. 
Entering one field, we met two cows, three 
calves and a bull the size of a house. I seem 
to recall reading in a book that mixed-sex and 
mixed-generation groups like this are settled, 
content and harmless. And then the bull started 
bellowing and we fled. I don’t think the bull had 
read the same book. 

A CZECH politician, V ra Jourova, who is the 
European Union’s Justice Commissioner, has 
taken offence at the British media’s treatment 
of the Salzburg summit. She is outraged at the 
Sun’s headline describing European leaders 
as “EU Dirty Rats.”

“You dirty 
rats” was James Cagney’s immortal line in Each 
Dawn I Die (1939), and has been parodied by 
comedians from Morecambe & Wise to Dad’s 
Army. Don’t you find it chilling that foreign pol¬ 
iticians could advocate controlling the British 
Press to protect the EU from criticism? Espe¬ 
cially foreigners who know nothing of Eric and 
Ernie and have never heard of Private Pike.

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Hypo awareness call by diabetes charity 


DIABETES UK wants to shine a spot¬ 
light on hypos. Hypos affect nearly 
everyone with Type 1 diabetes, and 
some people with Type 2 diabetes, who 
use insulin or other diabetes medica¬ 
tion. 

A hypo is when the blood sugars 
drop too low, usually below 4mmol/l. 
This can happen for various reasons, 
including taking too much insulin or 
other diabetes medication, missing a 
meal or not eating enough carbs, un¬ 
planned physical activity, or even hot 
weather. 


For many people living with dia¬ 
betes, hypos are part of life. But this 
shouldn’t be the case because hypos 
can be scary and dangerous. They 
can lead to blurred vision, confusion, 
seizures and, in severe cases, uncon¬ 
sciousness and coma. 

That’s why they must be treated 
quickly with fast-acting sugar, so that 
blood sugar levels rise again. 

Good hypo treatments include sug¬ 
ary drinks (not diet versions), fruit 
juice or sweets like jelly babies. Treat¬ 
ments that are not as effective, are 


chocolate (the fat in chocolate means 
the sugar takes longer to get into the 
blood) and whole fruit like a banana 
(the fibre slows down absorption of the 
sugar). 

If someone tells you they have dia¬ 
betes and are having a hypo, you can 
help them to find or get a sugary drink 
or some sweets, and if they become un¬ 
conscious call an ambulance.

Manor sees 
increase in 
unexpected 
deaths rate 


MORE than 150 patients died unexpectedly 
at Manor Hospital in 2017/18, an increase 
from the year before. 

Figures from NHS Digital show Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust recorded 1,682 deaths at the hos¬ 
pital, or within 30 days of discharge in the financial 
year. 


But according to esti¬ 
mates there should have 
been 1,519. It means there 
were 11 per cent more 
deaths than expected. 

This compares to 2016/17 
when there were 1,626 
deaths, six per cent more 
than the 1,541 estimated. 

The trust’s medical di¬ 
rector, Amir Khan, said the 
deaths were investigated. 

He said: “There are a 
wide range of factors that 
contribute to mortality rates 
which is why we work with 
partners across Walsall’s 
health economy to prioritise 
preventative work among 
people of all ages who use 
our services. We analyse all 
cases in accordance with na¬ 
tional policy.” 

The figures come from 
a report called Summary 
Hospital-level Mortality In- 


Report by Alex Ros s 

dicator. Estimates of deaths 
are calculated by the charac¬ 
teristics of patients cared at 
each hospital. 

Despite recording an 11 
per cent unexpected death 
rate, the health trust falls 
within the ‘as expected’ cat¬ 
egory given by NHS Digital, 
which goes up to 12 per cent. 

The rate of unexpected 
deaths has also gone up at 
Royal Wolverhampton NHS 
Trust, which runs New 
Cross Hospital, where there 
were 480 more deaths than 
expected. 

The trust has the second 
highest unexpected death 
rate in the country. 

The rate also rose at 
Sand well and West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Trust, which runs 
Sandwell Hospital. 


Gutted caravan left

THE charred remains of a caravan destroyed in a fire 
have been abandoned in a road. The discovery was made 
in Noose Crescent, Willenhall, and Walsall Council were 
made aware of the caravan only to discover later it had 
been set on fire. 

A Walsall Council spokesman said: “The caravan in 
Noose Crescent was reported to us yesterday morning. An 
officer from Clean and Green inspected the caravan yes¬ 
terday, as per our abandoned vehicles procedure and the 
caravan was duly ‘stickered’ to indicate that, if not claimed 
by the owner, it would be removed within 24 hours. 

“When the site was visited this morning, the caravan had 
been set on fire overnight.” 


Firm on tap with refills 

WATER and waste company Severn Trent, which supplies 
most of the West Midlands, has signed up to a national wa¬ 
ter refill initiative which will see free fill-up points in every 
major city in England by 2021. 

The company, with its headquarters in Coventry, has 
teamed up with not-for-profit organisation City to Sea to 
launch the Refill Scheme for people across the Midlands.

A CENTURY-OLD tennis club 
is down but not out after be¬ 
ing made homeless to make 
way for new homes. 

Walsall Tennis Club was found¬ 
ed 106 years ago and has occupied 
the same site on Birmingham 
Road for a century. 

It has remained open after its land¬ 
lords have continued to renew leases 
- but closed its courts last Wednesday 
because the site has been earmarked 
for redevelopment. 

Chairman Brian McBride said it 
was a sad day for the club and its 130 
members. He said: “We’ve occupied 
the same site for 100 years but the 
club’s landlords wanted to sell the 
land, which they did. 

“The new owners are planning to 
redevelop the land because there are 
severe pressures to build new homes 
in Walsall and the council has to free 
up more land.” 

Mr McBride said the move did not 
mean it was game, set and match for 
the club and members were deter¬ 
mined to rise like a phoenix from the 
flames. 

He said they were in touch with 
Walsall Council and Sport England 
over a plan to create five new courts 
across the borough. 

“We have to seek another venue. 
The club is not closing, even though 
we have no place to go to and are ef¬ 
fectively homeless. We retain our iden¬ 
tity and will play away fixtures. Next 
season we’ll be playing home games 
over at Tipton Sports Academy. So at 
least our team players can fly the flag 
and some of our social events will take 
place. The message is clear. We are 
down but not out and the fight contin¬ 
ues. If anything, now that we’re home¬ 
less we’ll be coming back harder.”

Busy Bees lands accolade

ONE of the busiest routes into 
Wolverhampton is set for a major 
revamp - with 8,000 new homes 
and 12,000 jobs set to be creat¬ 
ed. 

The congested Willenhall Road, 
which runs along the A454, is a key 
route into and out of the city and a 
direct link that is used by more than 
20,000 vehicles every day. 

It helps to connect people to the city and 
surrounding areas of the Black Country via 
the M6. Now, areas of the route have been 
earmarked by Wolverhampton Council 
for improvements that will see congestion 
eased. 

Under the proposals, thousands of jobs 
and new homes will also be created, accord¬ 
ing to the local authority. The plans, which 
come under the Black Country Core Strat¬ 
egy regeneration scheme, will now go out to 
public consultation. 

Improve 

Councillor Steve Evans, cabinet member 
for city environment, said: “As a council, 
we understand the need for road improve¬ 
ments in the area - not only to reduce de¬ 
lays and improve traffic flow but to make 
way for further improvements we have 
planned. 

“Improving the road network in the area 
will support the city’s wider regeneration 
scheme and hopefully encourage more 
businesses to invest in our city, benefit 
residents and attract more visitors to the 
city centre. I strongly encourage anyone 
who uses the Willenhall Road corridor to 
have their say in our consultation, to help 
us make the right choice on improving one 
of our key gateways into our vibrant city.” 

The Willenhall Road was highlighted by 
council bosses earlier this year as a key area 
for regeneration alongside Stafford Road 
and Birmingham Road.

Emergency 
teams may 
work out of 
two bases 


POLICE emergency teams could be based at 
just two locations in the Black Country lead¬ 
ing to fears some towns and villages will see 
slower response times. 

Wolverhampton and Brierley Hill would be the 
only two bases with around 200 officers relocated 
from stations in Bloxwich and West Bromwich. 


The plan would see of¬ 
ficers start and end shifts 
at one of the two bases 
and work remotely thanks 
to technological advance¬ 
ments. But West Midlands 
Police Federation chairman 
Sergeant Richard Cooke 
said he was against the plan 
to move response teams 
- made up of officers who 
react to 999 calls and round- 
the-clock emergencies. 

Sgt Cooke said: “I think 
it is unrealistic to have of¬ 
ficers leave their station and 
spend their whole shift out 
on the patch. 

“There will be a natu¬ 
ral skew of officers to their 
bases because they will 
want to finish on time and 
they will not want to be iso¬ 
lated.

Concerns 
over lack 
of exercise 

NEARLY a third of adults 
in Walsall get less than half 
an hour of exercise a week, 
according to a new study, 
sparking obesity fears. 

Walsall Council will push 
a new healthy living plan 
after statistics on adults’ ex¬ 
ercise caused alarm among 
experts. A total of 28.7 per 
cent of adults in Walsall get 
less than 30 minutes of exer¬ 
cise a week. 

A report said the author¬ 
ity would ‘enable access and 
use of green spaces to im¬ 
prove health and wellbeing 
and reduce social isolation’. 

Health leaders have been 
desperate to try to tackle 
the region’s obesity crisis 
over recent years. Council 
leader Mike Bird said some¬ 
thing has to change to en¬ 
courage more people to take 
up regular exercise. 

A weekly programme of 
treks, Walsall Walk On, is 
held across the borough to 
boost residents’ health. 

Barr Beacon and other 
areas of green open space 
feature in the Pheasey 
health walk, held every 
Thursday, from 2.15pm. 

Meet at Collingwood 
Centre’s main entrance, 
Collingwood Drive at 2pm. 
It lasts an hour-and-a-half 
for two-to-four miles. 

Participants are urged to 
wear sturdy shoes. 


New school's goal - to 
find jobs for students 


A NEW school will offer a 
lasting legacy of the Ladder 
apprenticeship campaign 
when it opens its doors to 
students in January. 

The Ladder School in Walsall is a 
specialist alternative provision school 
and is the brainchild of one of the 
founders of the Express & Star-backed 
Ladder for the Black Country. 

The school will help students that 
need specialist support and may be at 
risk of permanent exclusion. 

It is determined to raise students’ 
aspirations and provide sufficient ac¬ 
ademic and vocational qualifications 
for later life. 

The school, which will spend its first 
five terms in temporary accommo¬ 
dation in Millennium House, Lower 
Lane, is being driven by Kevin Davis, 
chief executive of Walsall-based char¬ 
ity The Vine Trust Group. 

Figurehead 

The main premises, aiming to open 
its doors in September 2020, is on the 
Shannon Mill site in the town centre 
which has been derelict since a blaze 
destroyed a listed Victorian mill in 
2007. 

Mr Davis is a leading figurehead be¬ 
hind the Ladder for the Black Coun¬ 
try campaign, which has created more 
than 1,000 apprenticeships across the 
region.

started on September 1 and will spend 
the first term finalising staff recruit¬ 
ment ahead of the launch in the new 
year. 

For now, the former assistant head 
at Hednesford’s Kingsmead School 
and teacher at Cannock Chase High is 
excited about the prospect of helping 
youngsters have a positive direction. 

“It’s absolutely great to be a part of 
it,” said Mr Bury, aged 31. 

Forty Year 9, 10 and 11 students 
will join from January with a projected 
total of 112 in time for the 2019/20 
academic year, starting in September. 
The Ladder School, backed by the De¬ 
partment of Education, falls under the 


banner of the Mercian Trust. Mr Davis 
said: “Having created two previous 
‘vocational’ schools, I felt there was 
a need to transform Alternative Pro¬ 
vision, to better prepare young people 
for life.” 

Mr Bury explained how students 
who have struggled with behaviour 
and learning elsewhere, will progress 
at the Ladder. 

All will study English, maths and 
science, with three vocational path¬ 
ways: a talent pathway of art, per¬ 
forming arts and sport; a development 
route with child studies, animal care 
and catering; an industry path of ICT, 
enterprise and travel and tourism.

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i-*MEP hits out on 
refusal to name 
bomb suspects 

A WEST Midlands MEP has hit out 
after it was ruled that the suspects 
from the Birmingham pub bombings 
will not be named at fresh inquests. 

Judges at the Court of Appeal ruled 
on the decision over the 1974 murders 
which killed 21 people. 

James Carver, an independent 
Member of the European Parliament 
for the region, said: “There’s little 
point to resuming a public inquest 
into the murder of these 21 innocent 
people if all the information concern¬ 
ing the atrocity cannot be brought to 
light. 

“The alleged perpetrators of this 
outrage should be identified, crimi¬ 
nal investigations pursued, hopefully 
leading to prosecutions and final jus¬ 
tice for the victims and their fami¬ 
lies.” 

As well as the 21 who died another 
182 people were injured in the atroc¬ 
ity which hit the Mulberry Bush and 
Tavern In The Town pubs. Six men 
were originally jailed but their convic¬ 
tions were declared unsafe and unsat¬ 
isfactory, and quashed in 1991. 


Escaped prisoner high on ecstasy 
broke back in stolen Audi smash

AN escaped prisoner high 
on ecstasy broke his back 
when he smashed a stolen 
Audi into a wall in the Black 
Country. 

Shocked residents rushed from 
their homes as the Quattro TT 
was destroyed in the crash in 
Broadway West. 

The sports car was nicked by serial 
thief Andrew Twist, formerly of Leys 
Crescent, Brierley Hill, after he fled 
from HMP Sudbury in Derbyshire on 
May 7. He ransacked a home near the 
prison and stole £1,500 in cash, two 
laptops, jewellery, perfume, a passport 
and an air rifle before demanding the 
car keys when the owner returned. 

But the crook was badly hurt when 
he was thrown through the wind¬ 
screen by the force of the crash. 


Twist, who was serving a four-year 
jail term for dangerous driving and 
other crimes at the time, was jailed for 
three years at Derby Crown Court. 

Passing sentence, Judge Nirmal 


Shant QC told him: “You have a bad 
record for driving and little regard for 
other road users. 

“You took advantage of being in an 
open prison by walking out.” Ian Way, 


prosecuting, said Twist, now of HMP 
Nottingham, was at HMP Sudbury 
reaching the end of his four-year sen¬ 
tence when he took the psychoactive 
drug MDMA and walked out. 

He said he then walked to a prop¬ 
erty in Derbyshire, where he smashed 
a window with a brick. The female oc¬ 
cupier of the house arrived back and 
saw a man in the driveway, loading up 
a van with her belongings. 

“He then demanded she hand over 
the keys to an Audi TT sports car, 
which she did before raising the alarm 
with neighbours. 

Mr Way said: “Having taken the car, 
the defendant then drove to Walsall 
and was seen by a number of witnesses 
driving at speed for a short distance, in 
Broadway, where he crossed a junction 
and then hit a wall. 

“The car came to rest and he was 
seen to have been ejected from the car 


with one witness describing him ‘fly¬ 
ing out’ of it.” Twist was arrested and 
answered “no comment” to the ques¬ 
tions he was asked. 

But he later pleaded guilty to escap¬ 
ing from lawful custody, burglary, ag¬ 
gravated vehicle taking, driving while 
disqualified, without insurance and 
failing to provide a specimen of breath 
for analysis. 

Dan Church, for Twist, said his cli¬ 
ent was a former bricklayer who had 
been offence-free between 2003 and 
2009 when he was in a settled and sta¬ 
ble relationship. 

But he began offending again when 
that relationship broke down. 

As well as the jail term, Judge Shant 
banned Twist from driving for 18 
months and handed him an additional 
18-month extended licence, meaning it 
will be at least three years before he 
will be able to retake his test.

just never happened. 

“We have the winning 
post in sight and hope we 
will see work taking place 
soon.” 

The large area of land sits 
near Junction 9 and Junc¬ 
tion 10 of the M6 and was 
formerly used as an IMI re¬ 
finery. 

It has been lying derelict 
for almost 15 years, and 
Councillor Bird said if the 
project went ahead it would 
offer hundreds of commer¬ 
cial and industrial jobs. 

The £60m redevelopment 
will be led by Henry Boot 
Developments Ltd and it is 
hoped work will commence 
in early 2019. Phoenix 10 is 
the key site within the Black 
Country Enterprise Zone.

DRIVERS travelling through 
the Midlands are set to ben¬ 
efit from a new multi-mil- 
lion-pound route announced 
by Highways England. 

The new route linking the M54 
to the M6 is set to slash up to 30 
minutes off journeys for regular 
commuters each week. 

It promises to take about 22,000 
vehicles a day from the A460, making 
that major road less congested. 

It will also ease congestion on the 
A449 and A5 by separating local traffic 
from long-distance and commuter traf¬ 
fic, and overall the impact on conges¬ 
tion will boost the regional economy, 
according to Highways England. 

The route was chosen after a consul¬ 
tation that saw nearly three quarters 
of respondents give it the thumbs-up. 

Feedback 

Project manager Andrew Kelly, 
from Highways England, said: “We 
were really pleased to have so much 
feedback during the consultation, and 
this route was the clear winner. Once 
completed, it will also relieve traffic 
congestion on the A460, A449 and A5, 
improve safety and support economic 
growth for the Midlands.” 

Currently, the M54 merges with the 
M6 southbound at junction 10a. 

This means northbound traffic must 
leave the motorway network and take 
other routes to connect with the M6 
north at junction 11 or 12 or the toll 
road at junction T8. 

Highways England consulted on 
three options for a new route, and will 
now take forward its preferred route, 
which is based on Option B West. 

This option is the shortest route, 
providing the best journey time of the 
options. 

Once complete, the new route will 


include: • A two-lane dual carriage¬ 
way link road between M54 junction 1 
and M6 junction 11 

• An improved junction arrange¬ 
ment at M54 junction 1 and M6 junc¬ 
tion 11 

A public exhibition is being staged 
tomorrow (Friday) from 2-7pm in 
the main function room at Essington 
Community Centre, in Hobnock Road, 
and on Saturday from 10am to 5pm in 


the council chamber at the same ven- 
ue.Essington parish council chairman 
David Clifft voiced mixed feelings over 
the scheme, citing fears over a loss of 
community. 

He said. ”On one hand we’re over 
the moon as it’s the best possible out¬ 
come for us. But there’s no cause for 
celebration when neighbouring com¬ 
munities and parts of Hilton Hall will 
be destroyed and lost forever.”

Birmingham rock legend Jeff Lynne 
will return to his home city for a run 
of three shows at the city centre’s 
Arena on October 10, 12 and 13.

Mazda has a habit of regularly updating 
its cars with small refinements and 
improvements, rather than saving them 
all for a big update every few years. Such 
is the way with the 2018 CX-3 compact 
crossover, which you might find difficult to 
tell apart from its predecessor. 

Small changes aside, it’s the same recipe 
we’ve come to appreciate from Mazda - good 
looks, a straightforward interior, smooth, 
naturally-aspirated petrol engines and 
excellent driving manners. 

Oddly enough given the current anti-diesel 
rhetoric, one of the largest changes for the 
updated CX-3 is the addition of a new 1.8-litre 
oil-burner. Mazda UK admits it’s unlikely to be 
in huge demand, though - the outgoing 1.5 
only accounted for 20 per cent of sales. 

Elsewhere, changes are discreet to say the 
least. There’s a revised front grille and some 
new LED taillights, while the interior sees a 
redesigned centre console and some new 
fabric trim. 

Of the three engines on offer, it’s the base 
unit that impresses the most. The naturally- 
aspirated, 119bhp 2.0-litre is smooth and 
refined around town and mated to a slick 
six-speed manual it’s also good fun to wring 
out. The payoff for going naturally aspirated 
is that official fuel economy results tend to be 
far closer to reality - the claimed 45.5mpg is 
certainly achievable. 

Also on offer is a 148bhp version of 
the same engine and the new diesel is 
impressively economical. Four-wheel drive is 
an option for all engines, while both petrols 
can also be had with a six-speed automatic 
gearbox.

Mazda is somewhat like Ford - both brands 
are skilled at making ordinary cars with 
exceptional handling. While the Focus pips 
the 3 and the Fiesta the 2, Mazda’s CX-3 
certainly has the Ford Ecosport licked when it 
comes to handling in the compact crossover 
segment. The CX-3’s steering is sharp and 
accurate, and front-end grip inspires more 
confidence than many other cars in this class. 
There’s not a huge ride penalty, either. 

Mazda’s tweaked the suspension to give 
the car a more grown-up feel, but the slightly 
softer edge might not be to your taste - it 
soaks up bumps well but tends to bounce 
over larger crests in the road surface. 

It’s a comfortable cruiser though, despite 
rather a lot of wind roar from those large side 
mirrors. Much like the old CX-3, and that’s no 
bad thing. Mazda’s family face sits well on 
the front of this car, and the overall effect of a 
smaller CX-5 is quite handsome. 

The CX-3’s updated grille is flanked by slim 
LED headlights, mirrored in the distinctive new 
LED tail lights. The whole effect is lifted further 
by the addition of Mazda’s Soul Red Crystal 


paint - one of the best colours available on 
cars today, and an option box well worth 
ticking. 

The CX-3 lifts its interior from the Mazda 2, 
so there’s a pleasantly driver-focused aspect 
to the cabin with a wonderfully straightforward 
gauge cluster. There are rather a lot of 
different materials on show, of varying quality 
- we’re not the biggest fans of the suede stripe 
across the dash on certain models, but other 
aspects such as the solid metal surrounds to 
the air vents feel solid and premium. 

The redesigned centre console drops the 
manual handbrake for an electric one, but 
as a side effect the controller for Mazda’s 
infotainment system moves further forward to 


a far more comfortable location. The system 
itself is decent, but we’d suggest adding Apple 
Carplay and Android Auto to improve it further 
- an optional, dealer-fit extra. 

There’s a decent amount of space on offer, 
but the CX-3 is still more cramped for rear 
occupants than some rivals such as the Skoda 
Karoq. 

All CX-3s are well equipped - Mazda’s 
options list rarely extends further than the paint 
colour. Trim levels start out with SE Nav+, 
which brings air-con, cruise control, keyless 
start and Mazda’s infotainment system. 

SE-L Nav+, meanwhile adds rear parking 
sensors, climate control and some extra safety 
kit. Top-spec Sport Nav adds leather, a Bose 


surround-sound system and keyless entry, 
plus LED headlights. 

It doesn’t come cheap - the CX-3 starts from 
£18,995, where a basic Seat Arona can be had 
from less than £17,000. 

For keen drivers, the Mazda CX-3 should 
still be on the compact crossover shortlist - 
it’s a great little car to drive in and out of the 
city. Potential buyers should take a good 
test drive to make sure the character of the 
naturally-aspirated engine suits them, though 
- and if you’re not too worried about premium 
equipment, there is better value to be found 
elsewhere. 

But for the most part this is an excellent car 
with plenty going for it.

Taste of the high life

There’s no doubt that environmental 
concerns - to say nothing of regulations 
- and the demonisation of diesel has 
accelerated the pace of innovation in the 
motor industry. 

That’s not to mention the need to protect 
owners’ pockets from rising fuel costs and 
taxes, as that’s still a major factor in our 
motoring choices. 

Swedish brand Volvo is tackling the problem 
boldly, by declaring that within a couple of 
years all its cars will be going electric - either 
as hybrids or full battery-powered vehicles. 

The prospects are good for the Swedes, 
whose recent models are at least a match 
for what many call the ‘premium’ European 
brands. Their smallest SUV, the XC40, was 
launched earlier this year into probably the 
most crowded and competitive area of the 
market but nevertheless took the European 
Car of the Year title. It’s not hard to see why. 

Originally powered by 2.0 litre petrol and 
diesel motors, there’s now another option - a 
1.5 litre petrol version, using the first three 
cylinder engine in the brand’s long history. 

It augurs well for the future, as this engine 
will appear in future Volvo models mated with 
an electric motor as the mainstay of its new 
hybrid range. 

The figures are impressive enough - 0 to 
62mph in under ten seconds and average 
economy of nearly 45mpg (official figures) for 
a car of this size. For while it’s the smallest of 
Volvo’s three SUVs, the XC40 is few people’s 
idea of small and weighs in at nearly one and 
a half tonnes. 

But, as the old song says, it’s not what you

do it’s the way that you do it. With 154bhp 
and a hefty 265Nm of torque (thanks to 
turbocharging) the new engine is smooth and 
whisper quiet, giving limousine-like levels of 
refinement even at motorway speeds. 

Perhaps surprisingly (since it does power 
the cheapest models in the XC40 range) Volvo 
is forecasting the three cylinder petrol engine 
(T3 in Volvo speak) will only account for ten 
per cent of sales. 

It believes a majority of drivers will still opt for 
the similarly-powered but more economical 
diesels. 

The T3 comes only as a front wheel drive 
model (4WD is reserved for more powerful 
versions) and prices start from £27,905, and 
it has a slight advantage in terms of benefit in 
kind tax against the rest of the range. 

The test car was a sportily-themed R-Design 
Pro version, listed at £31,360, but this actually 
weighed in at more than £38,000 as it was 
loaded with optional extras. Like most press 
fleet cars, Volvo likes to showcase most, if not

adaptive dampers, which at £750 seems 
worthwhile as it enables the car to constantly 
find the balance between a supple ride and 
sporty dynamics. 

While the official (laboratory test) fuel 
average is almost 45mpg (with a C02 rating 
of 146g/km) I averaged a not unreasonable 
38mpg, which fell to around 33mpg on a 
series of shorter journeys. 

While smaller than the latest XC90 and 
XC60, the new XC40 isn’t exactly small.

As European Car of the Year the new XC40 
was the logical choice to launch Volvo’s new 
engine as the company signals its efforts to 
reduce its impact on the environment and 
drivers’ pockets. 

The new T3 power plant will have an 
important part to play in Volvo’s vision of the 
future, and it does inspire confidence. While 
not the most powerful or economical choice, it 
is a masterful piece of engineering for its blend 
of smooth, quiet performance for those who 
prefer petrol. 

It proves the point that you don’t need a big, 
thirsty engine to enjoy a taste of the high life in 
a modern SUV.

Ryder Cup memories 
burn bright for Baker 


AS the victorious European team re¬ 
claimed the Ryder Cup in Paris at the 
weekend it brought back memories for 
someone closer to home. 

The team wrapped up a 17.5-10.5 victory over 
the United States. And whenever the Ryder 
Cup rolls around, Peter Baker is reminded of 
1993. “That was the highlight of my career,” he 
smiles, 25 years later. 

“I beat Corey Pavin in the singles, and beat 
Fred Couples and Paul Azinger in the four-ball 
with Woosy (Ian Woosnam). 

“That was a big year. I won a couple of tourna¬ 
ments and played well in the Ryder Cup.” 

Baker was just 25 at the time and ranked 67 in 
the world. He was the second youngest golfer in the 
competition and the lowest-ranked player in the Eu¬ 
ropean team. 

But even though Europe lost that year, Baker fin¬ 
ished as one of their stars with three wins and one 
defeat. And to say he and Woosnam beat Couples and 
Azinger, who were ranked five and six in the world at 
the time, is somewhat of an understatement. 

They demolished them to leave Europe one point 
ahead going into the singles. 

Relaxed 

But Baker, who grew up in Codsall and now lives 
T,000 yards’ from his old house in Tettenhall, is re¬ 
fusing to live on past glories. Having recently turned 
50, the South Staffordshire Golf Club professional 
is enjoying a second career on the European Senior 
Tour. 

“I’m enjoying the competition side of it,” he said. 
“It’s funny because I haven’t done it for a while so 
I’m getting used to it again. It’s nice to get another 
chance, in a way. It’s a little bit more relaxed, but 
funnily enough I was leading the other week going 
into the last round and it felt weird. 

“I felt a bit under pressure, a bit edgy. I thought 
‘bloody hell, I haven’t done this for a while’. It’s about 
getting used to that pressure. Hopefully I’ll calm 
down a bit.” 

Senior Tours are serious business these days. 
Baker has watched one of his friends, Paul Broad-

hurst, from Walsall, win the 2016 Senior Open and 
this year’s Senior PGA Championship. Broadhurst 
took home $585,000 for winning that second major 
and has made a staggering $1.1 million so far this year 
across the pond on the PGA Champions Tour. 

Baker’s winnings from the European Senior Tour 
are slightly more modest, but turning 50 can give 
golfers a second crack of the whip. 

However, the 2006 Ryder Cup vice-captain is pick¬ 
ing and choosing his battles these days. 

“When I played on the main tour I did nearly 600 
tournaments so I missed a lot of my kids growing up,” 
he admitted. “I’d better make it up to them now. They 
are 25 and 26 so they’re well on the way though.” 

“It’s not just a case of dusting off the clubs and 
raking in the cash, because it takes more work getting 
back into shape once you’re the other side of 50. 

“This last year I’ve done a bit more gym work, 
more stretching work, trying to make myself more 
durable,” he said. “I don’t think there’s a better exer¬ 
cise than swinging the club though. 

“You can’t quite go at it like you used to because 
you’re in bits the next day. If you keep swinging it 
helps, rather than have a week off, because then 
you’re stiff. It’s hard work on the joints, you do get 
a bit sore. 

“You get to know yourself a bit better. You’re al¬ 
ways looking to recover a bit better, ice baths, etc. 
And then if you’ve played well a nice cold beer, that’s 
how we used to do it, nothing wrong with that. It’s a 
bit of a rehydration!” 

But life on Tour is not necessarily as glamorous as 
it appears. 



“It’s not so much the 


long days,” he says. “It’s the travelling and the ho¬ 
tels, they’re all the same. It’s different to going on 
holiday, any businessman will tell you that. The en¬ 
joyable bit is playing the golf obviously, getting out on 
the course and playing, you meet a lot of nice people, 
that’s a plus. 

“The travelling is the hard bit, week after week, 
hotels are hotels.” 

Baker is not really a man to complain too much. 
He has a ready smile and a warm chuckle, and when 
the conversation turns to his beloved Wolves side, he 
starts to really enjoy himself. 

“I’ve been a season ticket holder since I was four,” 
he boasts. “I used to go with my dad. Since then I’ve 
missed about four seasons, that’s about it. 

Improved 

“Last season was brilliant. I didn’t miss many 
games, but it’s totally different to what we’ve ever 
had. It’s exciting football, it’s entertaining, they’re 
organised, look like they know what they’re doing. 

“We tried to play a little bit like that with (Stale) 
Solbakken, and (Mark) McGhee, but you can’t turn 
the players they had into playing that way. 

“The players we’ve got now can play that way. The 
lads that Nuno has kept, like (Matt) Doherty, he can 
play that way and he’s helped them, improved them.” 

So what does Baker, a season ticket holder at Mo- 
lineux for more than 40 years, think of Wolves’s con¬ 
troversial link with super-agent Jorge Mendes? 

“My opinion on that is you’ve got to be with the 
best to be the best,” he shrugs. “It’s a bit like having 
the best golf coach, you want to learn from the best.” 


Miller time, unbeaten

DUDLEY’S Josh Miller has no qualms in putting his fledgling unbeaten 
record on the line when he steps in with Ricky Hatton trained prospect 
Jake Haigh this month. 

The 25-year-old super middleweight has racked up three consecutive 
wins since turning pro but puts his unbeaten streak on the line against 
Macclesfield’s Haigh in Stoke on October 20. Miller and Haigh clash at the 
top of BCB promotions’ ‘Pride of the Potteries’ show at King’s Hall.
